ness, and every attempt to moderate it, on the 
part of the Calvinist theologians, supported by 
the Lutheran Calixtus, made shipwreck on 
Lutheran intolerance and arrogance. Theology 
became more and more a mechanical science. 
The Scriptures were used merely to prove the 
confession, and the confession practically 
superseded the Scriptures. Not only was 
freedom of thought shackled ; the spirit and 
power of the Bible itself were held in bondage by 
the arrogant exponents of confessional theology.
